REPORT OF THE DUNBARTON FREE JIBRARY. 


The Library was established in Oct. 1895 with ninety-five books 
given by the State, (the other five not coming for six months af- 
ter.) 

It has now become a library of over several hundred volumes, 
two hundred and fifty were presented by Miss Etta Peck, and three 
hundred and forty loaned by the Library Association, these are 
subiect to the same rules and regulations of the Free Library. 
One hundred and twelve cards have been taken and the averave 
circulation is seventy books per week.
